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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


On April 22 we had to extinquish a 1/2 acre fire which was 
caused from anon permit burn. The cost of this fire was 


over $30@ and was paid by the person burning without the 
permit. 


During Calendar Year 1990, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three 
leading causes of these wildtires were fires kindled without 
a fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, permit fires that 
escaped control, and rekindled fires. All of these fires are 
preventable, but ONLY with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224: 27 
Il) requires that, "No person, firm or corporation shall 
kindle or cause tc be kindled any fire or burn, or cause toa 
be burned any material in the open, except when the ground 
1s cavered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire 
permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the 
burning 1s to be done." 


Violations of A 224:27 I1 and other burning laws of the 
State af New Hampshire are misdemeancrs punishable by fines 
of up to $1000.00 and/or a year in jail and you are also 
liable for all fire suppressian costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many towns in wildland fire suppression during 


1998, including a 262 acre fire in Moultonborso and several 
fires in Hooksett. 


In 1990, the New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands 
trained 844 local Wardens and Deputy Wardens in the [Incident 
Command System CICS), an incident management system for all 
types of emergencies. In 1991 Wardens will be trained in the 
use of Class A toam in wildfire suppression.
